PURPOSE AND POLICY OF THE LEAGUE 

The purpose of the League of Women Voters of Pennsylvania is to promote political 
responsibility through informed and active participation of citizens in government. 
The league is nonpartisan: It does not support or oppose any political parties or 
candidates. Nothing in this guide should be construed as an endorsement of any 
candidate by the League of Women Voters of Pennsylvania. 

ABSENTEE VOTING 

Registered voters who are ill, disabled, or will be absent from the municipality on 
Election Day may vote by absentee ballot. Completed applications for civilian absen- 
tee ballots must be received by the county Board of Elections by 5 p.m. Tuesday, Oct. 
29, 2013. Completed civilian absentee ballots must be received back at the Board of 
Elections by 5 p.m. on Friday, Nov. 1, 2013. If an emergency arises (unexpected illness 
or business trip) after the Tuesday application deadline, call your county Board of 
Elections for information on emergency absentee voting. Proof of emergency may 
be required. An emergency application and ballot can be obtained and voted by 5 
p.m. Friday, Nov. 1, 2013. Any disabled voter having questions regarding the accessi- 
bility of a polling place should consult the county Board of Elections. 

WRITE-IN VOTING 

Information for write-in voting will be available at the polling place. 
ELECTION DAY PROBLEMS 

If your right to vote is challenged at the polls on Election Day and the problem 
cannot be resolved at the polling place, the judge of elections at the polling place 
should telephone the county Board of Elections. The problem could be resolved by 
phone if your name appears on the county records. If it does not and you want to try 
to resolve the problem, then you can go in person to the county Board of Elections 
where a judge from the Court of Common Pleas will be on duty to resolve election 
problems. Alternatively you can ask for and vote by provisional ballot. If it is later 
determined that you were eligible to vote, your ballot will be counted. You will be 
given instructions on how to determine if your vote was counted. 

IDENTIFICATION REQUIREMENTS FOR NEW VOTERS 

The state courts have delayed full implementation of the vote ID law pending resolu- 
tion of a legal challenge. Poll workers will still ask voters for a photo ID under the 
former first-time voter's law, but no voter will be prohibited from voting if they don't 
have one.

JUDGE 
OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 

The Superior Court is one of Pennsylva- 
nia's two statewide intermediate appel- 
late courts. This court, which was estab- 
lished in 1895, reviews most of the civil 
and criminal cases that are appealed 
from the Courts of Common Pleas in the 
Commonwealth's 67 counties. The Supe- 
rior Court consists of 15 judges who serve 
m 10-year terms. The president judge of 
5 Superior Court is elected to a five-year 
fM term by his or her colleagues. 
<* A huge volume of appeals flows to Superi- 
jj| or Court from the trial courts. Generally, 
2j appeals are heard by panels of three 
co judges sitting in Philadelphia, Harrisburg 
p or Pittsburgh. The court often is the final 
O arbiter of legal disputes. Although the

Some com- 
bination of the best parts of each system 
that enables the best qualified candi- 
dates to be selected by the citizens of 
Pennsylvania and provides a method for 
fair and accessible competition would, in 
my opinion, improve the current system of 
judicial selection.

Rather, I support reforms that will miti- 
gate the role money plays in the process, 
perhaps capping individual and political 
action committee donation levels and 
creating campaign spending disincen- 
tives. At this time, I prefer to trust the 
voters. 

RETENTION QUESTIONS 

JUDGE 
OF THE SUPREME COURT 

The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania is a 
court of last resort that sits only en banc 
and presides over a mixture of direct and 
discretionary appeals. Every Supreme 
Court justice votes on every matter, in- 
cluding direct appeals, capital appeals 
(direct and collateral), allocaturs, dis- 
cretionary appeals, Children's Fast Track 
matters, gaming appeals, grand jury ap- 
peals, legislative redistricting appeals, 
King's Bench petitions, certified ques- 
tions from federal courts, election ap- 
peals, emergency petitions, petitions for 
review, judicial disciplinary matters, at- 
torney disciplinary matters, recommen- 



dations from eight rules committees and 
six court-related boards, miscellaneous 
petitions, ancillary matters, and pro se 
matters. The court's complement of 
seven justices is not supplemented with 
senior justices, and when the court is 
shorthanded, as it was for over a year 
recently, the remainingjustices must take 
on the added workload. Most often, but 
not exclusively the court reviews: 
■Requests for discretionary appeals from 
the Commonwealth Court and Superior 
Court 

■Direct Appeals from a lower court's deci- 
sion, including when a sentence of death 
is issued 

■Requests to intervene in a lower court's 
proceedings 

■Requests to deliver a body from illegal 

detention
